That’s Engrossing Subject Of Discussion In Wartime Washington 


A T tha d o se of World w ar I, the United States had 
* * on arm y of 3.673.000, almost exactly the same

T his la Important as a gauge of the Impact of the 
larg e r arm y on the nation as a whole.

Corn Prices 'Just Right' To Make It Profitable For Sale 


Of 150,000,000 Bushels Plus 200,000,000 More

CHICAGO. Jan. 19 — The nation’s ever-moment granary, trapped in 
the w ar emergency, is now disgorging the huge supplies of corn piled up 
from surplus crops of the last three seasons. 
Corn is flowing into consumption channels in record volume from 
steel tanks, which once bulged with stocks th at the great American 
peacetim e livestock fattening pro-4*- 
gram could not use. 
Grain men here said today this 
does not mean a shortage of corn, 
the key cereal in much of the na­ 
tional wartime economy. To a large 
extent the flow of old com merely 
offsets the surplus of 1941 grain 
stored 
to keep the 
ever-normal 
granary going, they said. 
Corn Is Top Rank Food 
Corn has taken top rank among 
grains in agriculture’s “food for 
freedom” campaign. It is vital for 
the stepping up to record propor­ 
tions of the production of meat, 
dairy products and eggs, wanted 
by Uncle Sam’s friends in all parts 
of the world. New’ oulets also have 
appeared. 
Increased distillation of corn for 
m anufacture of alcohol to be con­ 
verted into smokeles powder for 
war has been ordered. How much 
grain this will consume above nor­ 
mal annual distillery use has not 
been determ ined but the ever-nor­ 
mal 
granary’s 
supplies 
already 'sw itching of corn supplies to the 
are being diverted to this purpose. 
Government chemists also are de­ 
veloping a process for the manufac­ 
ture of synthetic rubber from vege­ 
table oils such as derived from 
corn, 
soybeans 
and 
cottonseed. 
Fighting in the Pacific not only has 
shut off rubber im ports hut also 
certain oils and starch substitutes 
for which corn products can be 
used, traders said. 
Hasten To Meet New Demand 
The United States, the world's 
greatest merchandiser of corn, is 
right in the middle of this 
huge 
wartime traffic. Going into 1942 
with approximately 150.000.000 bu­ 
shels in steel tanks and elevators 
throughout the belt, officials of the 


Commodity Credit Corp., federal 
agency owning the com, have been 
working a t top speed to meet in­ 
creased demand. 
If the CCC should dispose of all 
of its corn this year, consum ers 
still would be able to fall back on 
alm ost 200,000,000 bushels of old 
grain owned by farm ers but sealed 
up as collateral for loans advanced 
by the .government in addition to 
1941 corn which is going into stor­ 
age. 
Default on loans of this type 
when corp prices were lower than 
they are now accounted for the gov­ 
ernm ent’s acquisition of the supply 
which it is selling. F anners are 
putting new corn under loans at 
higher rates than offered toy the 
governm ent in previous years, and 
in some cases are paying off loans 
on old corn.

"I don’t like to think of waste 
material as scrap or junk anymore 
— they are now necessities of war,” 
the governor said during a Sunday 
radio interview here with Frazier 
Reams of Toledo, Fifth area civil­ 
ian defense administrator. 
Ben J. Solomon of Toledo, presi­ 
dent 
of th e 
newly-created 
Auto 
W reckers’ Association of Ohio, said 
mem bers have agreed to junk all 
their cars older than 1933 models 
to 
provide 
immediately an 
esti­ 
m ated 100,000 tons of scrap steel 
needed by open hearth furnaces. 
“ lf every wrecker in the U. S. 
follows our program, 1,500,000 tons 
of scrap would be available to keep 
open hearths going,” Solomon said. 
He estim ated that each m achine 
will average S of a ton of scrap, 
yielding w reckers from $12 to $14 
a ton. 
O ther dealers were urged 
to follow suit in junking old autos. 
Solomon estimated there are 1,000 
auto w reckers in the state. 
Earlier, the American Legion an­ 
nounced that Ohio posts would help 
salvage scrap iron for w ar pro­ 
duction. 
G overnor Bricker last week cre­ 
ated a state salvage committee to 
coordinate assem bly of w aste m a­ 
terials.

According to Dr. David Po- 
lows, the best thing to do anyway 
Is to go to bed for 24 hours, take 
two warm drinks and three blan­ 
kets.

NEW YORK—Fire department basketball, or the quick break, is 
nothing new. It*# just a refinement of what happened when Dr. James 
Nalsmlth tossed the ball up between two players 50 years ago and 
stepped back to watch the result.

When one final e*--------------------------------------------------- 
ly gained possession, the

back of the modern quick-breaking, 
attack.

Ju the ‘‘criss cross” quick break 
(broken lines Indicate passes, un­ 
broken lines tbe paths of the play­ 
ers) there Is usually one Initial 
long pass Into offensive territory, 
then a number of short passes to 
scoring position. Receivers meet 
the ball, then pass across court, fol­ 
lowing their passes. 


scoring lone. I t s lightning fast, 
hard-driving, 
and 
exciting, 
but 
used properly it follows a care­ 
fully designed pattern. 
First of the two basic quick 
break systems, the three-lane, calls 
for a three-man attack. One man, 
playing the center of the floor, 
receives the hall as soon as his 
team gains possession and dribble* 
on a straight line toward the bas­ 
ket.
